Some Encouraging Signs Skow 
Better Pla nning of Towns is 
Now Taking Hold in Canada 


Describes Edison's Work 


Town planning I* making *low but 
certain progress In Canada, nocord- t 
Ing to tiu* report t»f Iho Committee on 
town planning of the Dominion T.and 
Surveyors* Association, compiled by 
I*. It. Hartley, D.L.S. 

Tlie committee finds, in review ing 
the progress of tho year in this 
world wide movement, that there are 
some encouraging signs that better 
planning of towns and cities Is catch¬ 
ing on in tin* Dominion. From oast to 
west It Is found that in the larger 
cities there Is an awakening con 
btlouanoBB as to the benefits to t* 
derived. In Montreal the movement* 
la voluntary, an organization having 
boon formed for the development or 
n plan which can hardly fail to result 
in the operation of an oflleial city 
plan sponsored and financed b* the 
city. 

In Vancouver action followed the 
p ulsing of a provincial Town Plan¬ 
ning Act. Tho city promptly ap¬ 
pointed a town planning commission 

and consultant am! staff to create a 
comprehensive plan for the city and 
environs at n cost of $10,000, spread 
over three years. Surrounding mun¬ 
icipalities probably will ngreo on a 
regional plan. 

Inilustrlal companies who are es¬ 
tablishing great enterprises In Can¬ 
ada are keenly alive to the advan-1 
tnges of correct planning of their 
town altos. Mr. Hartley reported. 
For in lance., at Arvlda, Quo., the 
Aluminum Company of Canada Is! 
laying out the nucleus of a city for 
Its employee* on former raw lands, 
comprising some GOO acres. They 
are proceeding on carefully prepared 
plans designed lor an ultimate pop- j 
illation of 40.000. Construction of 270 
houses was included in last year’s 
program, and plans Include develop¬ 
ment of roads, sanitary and lire pro¬ 
tect! ton and landscape treatment. 

In Western Canada th«* town plan- 
ning movement is gathering inomen- \ 
turn. Certain of the municipalities | 
mound Winnipeg are taking steps 
toward the formation of town plans 
under Manitoba laws, ui.d the City j 
of Edmonton has announced. Its in- 1 
tent ion of proceeding .similarly. Kit- 
rhencr, Victoria and Ottawa are other 
Caxuu-tun cities in which definite 
progress has been made. 

The report concludes: “It Is rug- j 
pealed that the dominant course for 
the rapid advancement of town plan- i 
ning In Canada Is a matter of educa- | 
lion and perruardon anil that the 
necessary enactments will Inevitably 
follow. If in the development of our 
young Canadian cities and towns wo! 
can. by wls • planning, avoid the crea- ! 
tlon of slum and tenement districts., 
we will lo in a far more advanced 
position Ilian eouhl be mhww! by any 
frantic efforts in the future to develop 
lavish civic monument* in an attempt 
to ooaceal the squuIot of the neglect¬ 
ed district*.**

Dentist Advises Use of Milk 

Says Average Modern Diet Lacking 
in Calcium and Phosphorous 

At the Hoard of Trade mooting 
here, Dr. Wallace Seccombe, Dean of 
the Faculty of Dentistry of tho Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, took issue with 
the suggestion of Dr. J. 81m Wallace, 
of England, who. has been lecturing 
throughout Canada that milk should 
not be continued in the diet beyond 
two years of age, after the deciduous 
teeth have erupted Doan Seccombe 
stated that the average modern diet 
is generally lacking in tho essential 
elements of calcium and phosphorous 
and urged that milk he continued in 
the diet of children and also of adults 
because It contains in average serv¬ 
ing more of the vital elements than 
nro contained in any other food. 

It was also stated by Dr. Seccombe 
that the teeth of the nation were Buf¬ 
fering by ivtr I ml ul gen co in sweets 
and soft foods. Milk is an excellent 
food but should not be used for soak¬ 
ing other articles of diet. The food 
hbould be so prepared that thorough 
limstlocation will bo necessary, and 
this will assist materially la main 
' tntntnr dental health.

Expect Cheaper Cars 

Canadians are to purchase tlielr 
motor cars a little cheaper as a re¬ 
sult of tho 20 per cent, reduction 
on sales tax rates in tho Federal bud¬ 
get. it was computed in automobile 
circles that following tho tax reduc¬ 
tions the retail price of the majority 
of cars will shortly he reduced from 
about $5 to $15, or approximately tho 
cost of tho automobile license.

Ottawa.-—Hon. C. A. Dunning, Min¬ 
ister ol Hallways, laid tin* tariff policy 
of tin*Government before iln* House.

"We shall,'' Mr. Dunning said,
